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ASK PAYMENT T0 PRODUCER 10 REDUCE BUTTER PRICE 
Urge Coarse Grains Be Held Here 


COMPENSATION ON 


To Permit Lowering Butter 
Prices by at Least 12c 
per Pound 


WOULD NARROW GAP 


Between Butter and Margarine 
Prices — Case BePPosth 
in Resolution 


Immediate institution by the Dom- 
inion Government of a plan of “com- 
pensation on butterfat prices to the 
producer,” sufficient in amount to per- 
mit of the reduction of butter prices by 
at least 12 cents per pound, was called 
for last week by delegates to the An- 
nual Meetings of the Central Alberta 
and Southern Alberta Dairy Pools. The 
Central Pool met on Tuesday and the 
Southern Pool on Thursday. The reso- 
lution adopted by both Pools reads: 

Whereas, the _ Dairy’ Industry 
throughout the war years was subject 
to price control; 

And whereas, even long after the 
war was over butter prices were still 
kept under strict control; 

And whereas, this prolonged pro- 
gram of price control seriously inter- 
fered with the butter industry resum- 
ing normal conditions on production 
and sale; 

And whereas, recently margarine 
was allowed to be sold in Canada with- 
out practically any controls, thereby 
created very unsettled conditions in 
the butter industry; 

And whereas, our Government real- 
ized these things, placed a floor price 
on No. 1, fresh creamery butter and 
this floor price although reasonable 
and fair, did not recognize the relation- 
ship of margarine prices to butter 
prices; 

And whereas just recently margar- 
ine, because of its very low ingredient 
cost, has been further reduced in 
price; 

And whereas it is evident that if the 
present very great difference in prices, 
butter to margarine (which may even 
further increase) is allowed to con- 
tinue, our butter industry will suffer 
greatly; | 

We therefore request our Dominion 
Government to institute a principle of 
compensation on butterfat prices to 
the producer, which would permit but- 
ter prices to be reduced at least Twelve 
Cents a pound, and that this be done 
immediately, . 


Farm Apprenticeship 


Scheme for Scotland 
A three-year farm apprenticeship 
scheme is being set up in Scotland, 
under an agreement between the Min- 
istry of Labor, farmers and trade 
unions. It will give opportunities to 
young men, whether of farm back- 
ground or not, to get practical ex- 
perience on farms; and in addition, 
instruction will be provided on such 
technical subjects as soil chemistry.

DAIRY POOLS ASK 
BE HELD FOR USE 
WHERE CROPS FAIL 


Central and Southern Pools 
Pass Strong Resolutions 
in Conventions 


MUCH ALREADY SHIPPED 


Seek Retention Wheat Suitable 
for Seed — Freight and 
Other Proposals 


Strongly worded resolutions were 
adopted last week by Central and 
Southern Dairy Pools, in convention, 
dealing with the serious situation 
Which has arisen as a result of the 
long drought over wide areas of the 
Province, 

Among other things, it is urged that 
coarse grains be held in store for use 
where needed in Alberta. 


Meeting With Minister 


Addressing the S.A.D. Pool delegates 
Hon, J. E. Brownlee, K.C., LL.D., Presi. 
dent of United Grain Growers, stated 
that a meeting had already been held 
between the Minister of Agriculture 
for Alberta and representatives of the 
elevator companies. Farmers, he said, 
were being urged to make arrange- 
ments as soon as possible for supplies 
of coarse grains, For various reasons 
all companies had been shipping grains 
to the head of the Lakes quite freely, 
before the emergency became appar- 
ent, and except for the Peace River 
area, the stocks in country elevators 
were not large, said Mr. Brownlee. 
- We quote from the resolution of the 
Southern Alberta Dairy Pool, in sub- 
Stance the same as that of the C.A.D.P. 
It asked the Minister of Agriculture 
for this Province “to bring to the at- 
tention of grain companies and ele- 
vators that coarse grains be held in 
store for the use of badly affected lo- 
calities, and that such stocks of grain 
be not shipped out until Provision be 
made for winter feeding and maintain- 
ing of the farmers’ and ranchers’ 
breeding stock through the coming 
winter,” ; 


Would Hold for Seed—Drought Areas 


The S.A.D.P. Convention last week 
asked “the Federal Government and 
the Canadian Wheat Board to make 
comprehensive surveys and tabulations 
of the amount of wheat reasonably 
suitable for seed still remaining in 
country elevators in the areas affected 
by drought”, and that no more wheat 
at all suitable for seed be shipped out 
until the extent of crop failure be de- 
termined, thereby avoiding the reship- 
ment back again of other wheat at 
greatly increased cost to the farmer”. 
The same policy was asked for coarse 
grains. 

The Alberta Government was asked 
by the Southern Alberta Dairy Pool 
Convention last week “to inaugurate 
a policy of free freight for such quan- 
tities of fodder, seed and feed grains 
as it will be necessary to move into

Brownlee Pays Pool High Tribute 


S.A.D.P. Holds Annual Meeting — President Reviews Operations 


“The Southern Alberta Dairy Pool is doing a very good 
work indeed. You’re well organized, and I look forward to your 
enjoying many years of successful operation and development”. 


So declared Hon. J. E. Brown- 
lee, K.C., LL.D., President of 
United Grain Growers, Ltd., 
briefly addressing the Twenty- 
fourth Annual Meeting of the 
Central Alberta Dairy Pool in 
Calgary on June 23rd. Bringing 
greetings to the delegates from 
the U.G.G. company, he re- 
ferred to the many years of his 
association with President Wil- 
liam Burns, General Manager 
Chris Toppenberg, and the staff 
of the Pool, and said he had 
“enjoyed tremendously work- 
ing with them’. They had de- 
voted themselves with great 
vigor of effort to the building 


up of their organization. 

The services which the farmers’ co- 
operatives, including the Southern 
Pool, had rendered to the whole farm 
community could not be measured 
simply in dollars“and cents distributed 
directly. Too Often there was a ten- 
dency to measure results in such terms 
alone. By reason of their existence 
and the pressures they were able to 
exercise, they had brought competi- 
tion for the farmers’ products and 
cdused the establishment of fair 
trading practices, thus putting into the 
hands of all producers—not only their 
own members—money which they 
could have obtained in no other way. 

As in previous annual meetings, the 
President’s and Auditor’s reports on 
the past year dealt in full detail with 
the operations of the Pool, and these 
were discussed very fully by the dele- 
gates, who commended those who 
have carried the responsibility. Thanks 
and appreciation were expressed to 
the Management and Staff. 


The Issue of Oleomargarine 

President Burns referred briefly, in 
his report, to the introduction during 
recent months of margarine. Through 
lack of action by the producers of 
dairy products, at the time when it 
was needed, the manufacture and sale 
of margarine in Canada. had been 
made possible. . 

“TI understand that it is now being 
manufactured here in Calgary’, said 
Mr. Burns. “I would like to thank Mr. 
Ure, our Provincial Minister of Agricul- 
ture for the successful effort he made 
in preventing the sale of colored mar- 
garine in our Province. The fact that 
margarine is in direct competition with 
butter as a spread for bread is going 
to make the sale of butter much more 
difficult from now on than it was 
during ‘the years when butter was in 
short supply. You have felt some of 
the effect of the competition of mar- 
garine already in reduced values of 
your cream cheques. The effect will 
be much worse when the floor price 
is removed from butter. 

Honey Market Poor ? 

“The honey market for the 1948 crop 
has been very poor. Part of the blame 
rests with the honey producers who in 
the early part of the season sold their 


broke the market completely and for 
months you just could not give honey 
away. The situation throughout Can- 
ada got so desperate that the Dom- 
inion Government stepped .into the 
market and agreed to buy 5,000,000 
pounds of honey at a fixed figure. Most 
of us thought the figure much too low 
to give a fair return to the beekeeper 
for the labor and capital involved, yet 
all have been grateful for the stabiliz- 
ing effect of the Government offer to 
purchase honey. We _ started the 
season with an initial payment of 10c 
per lb. f.o.b. shipping point and at the 
moment of writing I would say that 
will be the final to those beekeepers 
who were fortunate enough to get that 
payment early in the season. Later 
we reduced the initial payment to 5c 
and still have quite a quantity of 
honey on hand. I think when the 
season is wound up we will be able 
to pay everyone 10c f.o.b. shipping 
point”. 

Mr. Burns reported that feed had 
been handled, bulk and retail, at the 
Brooks plant from April, 1948, to the 
end of the year, to a total of 14 cars, 
“which showed a fair return on the 
nine months’ operation and has given 
a service to the farmers of that dis- 
trict that was much appreciated and 
has helped in the volume of cream re- 
ceived at the plant. 

“At Hanna later in the year,” said 
the President, “we gave the same ser- 
vice in the way of carrying a supply 
of feeds at the Creamery, and though 
there is not the demand in that area 
for mill feeds, I am sure that under 
the capable management of Mr. Joe 
Kapler the venture will meet with

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CRISIS IN BRITISH ECO CANADA : 


As we go to press, Britain is facing the 
most serious “dollar” crisis which she has ex- 
perienced since the end of the war. What the 
outcome will be the economists find it difficult 
to predict, but it may have been: determined 
when this issue reaches our readers. 

The situation is complex, but it is quite 
evident that Britain is standing alone (against 
pressures which are being brought to bear upon 
her by Belgium, by other countries of Western 
Europe and, most of all, by the United States) 
in defence of a financial and economic policy 


‘which she considers essential to her economic 


survival. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has had the backing of the British 
Government; according to the despatches, he 
continues to receive it as these lines are writ- 
ten. Britain, he is convinced, will be financially 
ruined if she consents to a proposal to make 
convertible inte dollars or gold monies ad- 
vanced by some O.E.E.C. (Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation) countries to 
others. Her hard won dollar and gold reserves, 
Sir Stafford contends, would quickly run dry. 

One thing is clear: Canadians and particu- 
larly the farm people of Western Canada, will 
be deeply affected for good or ill by the deci- 
sions that may be made. 

For since Canadian wheat is no longer 
financed under the Marshall Plan, Britain must 
find dollars from her threatened reserve to pay 
for it. 

Of course, present difficulties are in large 
measure due to the failure of the United States 
to recognize in an adequate way when the 
fighting in World War Two ended, the special 
contribution which Britain had made to victory 
over Hitler and his allies. | 

Britain had gone “all out’, as no other 


country had done, to convert her productive | 


resources to war-time uses. She had mortgaged 
her future to ensure the survival not of herself 
alone, but of the whole free world. But when 
victory came, far too much of the financial bur- 
den was left on her shoulders. , : 

Now we see that, in a very special sense, 
it has been and is a vital economic interest of 
the primary farm producers of the Canadian 
prairies that justice shall be done — that if 
there is anything that the Government of this 
Dominion can do to assist in the stabilization 
of British finances, it must be done. 

Canada, it is true, acted during the war 
and immediately afterwards with a sense of 
enlightened self-interest in such matters. The 
farm people of the West should demand that, 
in the present emergency, Canada stand ready 
so to act again.

Nevertheless, the irony of the 
situation remains. 

What has been done for Germany, or at 
least for the dominant financial and industrial 
groups inGermany (many of them, there seems 
to be no doubt, were among Hitler’s backers) is 
set forth by James Stewart Martin in The New 
Republic of New York. 

“On Tuesday, May 17th”, writes Mr. 
Martin, “General Lucius D. Clay, returned 
home triumphant from the new Trizonal 
Germany. He had left that newly unified 
portion of the former Third Reich a land 
restored to third place in European 
economic potential, and advanced to first 
place in combined direct relief and ECA 
grants; a country which, while receiving 
billions in American dollars, has promised 
to other countries as reparations a total of 
only $178 millions in external assets and 
$203 millions in industrial plants, the latter 
amount now subject to reduction in a move 
to retain plants in Germany. 

“General Clay left a land whose citizens 
are increasingly cynical. about democracy, 
many going so far:as to conceal past records of 
anti-Nazi activities, more and more of them 
openly espousing a militant nationalism. He 
left a country where, by accidents of history, a 
few of the industrialists responsible for finan- 
cing Hitler were given prison terms, but where 
a greater number, equally guilty, got key jobs 
in control of the new economy. 

“This is not what we asked for. It is what 
we got. We had better decide soon whether we 
like what we have, because in a short time we 


are going to be stuck with it”. 


We should like to quote at length, but 
space is limited. Readers, however, we think 
will agree that in the light of these few para- 
graphs, the situation overseas is not without’ 
irony. bas

Oleomargarine 
“Oleo has been a lively topic for 


some time at Dairy Conventions, on. 


the Air and in the Press, and we wish 
to express our appreciation to Mr. Roy 
C. Marler, President of Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture, for the fine brief 
he presented to the Alberta Legisla- 
ture for the Federation and the Alber- 
ta Dairymen’s Association on this sub- 
ject. 

“A number of .merchants have told 
me they sell 50 per cent of their mar- 
garine to farmers. I wish to make a 
quotation from an article by ee 
Morrison, Secretary of the Ontario 
Cream Producers: 

‘Any farmer who continues to 
purchase a substitute in prefer- 
ence to our own butter, is contri- 
buting to chaotic prices and has 
no justification for complaining 
about low prices for dairy pro- 
ducts’. 

Membership Fund 


“This fund now stands at $11,493.68, - 


and 3,085 new members joined in 1948, 
a record for any year. 


»Employee and Membership Loans 


“During the early part of 1948, we 
had a request from our employees for 
some form of employee savings plan, 
and your Board gave this serious con- 
sideration and decided we could not 
give the employee a chance to invest 
without giving the member the same 
offer. Accordingly, we offered to ac- 
cept up to $40,000.00 from the em- 
ployees and $80,000.00 from our mem- 
bers, withdrawal without notice, in- 
terest at 3% per cent. The loan now 
stands at: Employees, $13,875.00; 
Members, $14,750.00. 

“This is a good investment, and we 
feel sure there are a goodly number 
of members with money to invest in 
their own organization. It takes con- 
siderable money to operate our Cen- 
tral Alberta Dairy Pool. Our high bor- 
rowing in 1948 was $230,000.60”. 

President Wood went on to refer 
briefly to the year’s operations of each 
of the Pool’s plants, as follows:

Spectacular Increase in Livestock 
Entries 

The growth in the number of entries 
in the livestock classes is spectacular

Alberta Wheat Pool Makes 
Large Payments 


On June 16th the Alberta Wheat Pool 
paid out $165,000 in cash, and $492,000 
in reserves to members who delivered 
grain to Pool Elevators in the 1947-48 
season. Since Pool Elevators started 
operations, patronage dividends total- 
ling $3,889,000 have been paid in cash 
and $3,500,000 in reserves. 

Ownership of the Wheat Pool rests 
with the reserve holders. The reserves 
distributed as patronage dividends 
have been redeemed from the hold- 
ings of members who contributed the 
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Citzy 
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money in the 1923-28 period. This 
method of re-distributing the reserves 
changes the ownership from older 
members who have retired from farm- 
ing to members who are operating 
farms at the present time.

A COLLECTION OF BIRDS 


‘ Comox, B.C. 
Dear Farm Women: 

Someone commented recently that I 
have made continued reference to the 
beautiful wild flowers and the gar- 
dens, but never a word about the birds. 

I might interject that another fami- 
liar topic—the weather—would have a 
very familiar ring if I were to talk of 
what we were having here, as it isa 
prolonged drought, I heard someone 
say that it was rather hard on prairie 
people who came here to escape the 
snow and drought—and met with last 


winter’s snow and this season’s 
drought. . 
But to return to the birds. Truth to 


tell, I had not seen as many as I an- 
ticipated and I had heard little of them 
save of the abundance of robins there 
would be at strawberry and cherry 
time when they are regarded as a per- 
fect pest. Also, I had heard tales of 
woe from some whose gardens were 
almost in the woods and were finding 
pheasants a problem. 
I Seek To Make Amends 
I determined to make amends for 
my shortcomings and went down and 
called on a man who has lived here 
for a number of years—Mr. Hamilton 
Lang. He was formerly a collector of 
birds for the National and other 
museums and he has, to quote him, 
“only a small collection of stuffed 
birds, about 2,000”. I might say I 
spent a most interesting afternoon. 
Looking at tray aiter tray of them I 
could not but be impressed by my own 
blindness and my ignorance, and I felt 
that possibly the greater number of 
» Canadian people were somewhat on a 
par with me as regards the birds. So 
many of them were.so similar to me 
that on first glance I really did not 
distinguish. any difference, while to 
him there was marked variation. 
When he picked up a tray of spar® 
rows I heard him murmur, “Song 
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For further information write 
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sparrow, English sparrow, Sharp Tail, 
Lincoln, White Throat, Golden Crown, 
Savannah”; some two dozen varieties 
I think he said there were. Yet to 
most of us I think they are vaguely 
“sparrows”, if we even get that far. 
It seems to me he did say there were 
only two varieties of meadow larks. 


Then he came on a tray of hawks. 
I wish you could have seen him as he 
picked up a Black Pigeon Hawk and 
exclaimed, ‘I am proud of that one”. 
Few collectors are fortunate enough 
to have one, I believe. Of course, there 
were numerous varieties of hawks, in- 
cluding the pigeon hawk, which fre- 
quents the dried-out areas of the 
prairie. To him it seemed almost un- 
necessary to point out that the female 
hawks are larger and more fierce than 
the males, as is also the case with 
owls. Also he pointed out that the 
birds here are darker than the prairie 
ones, where the fierce heat of sum- 
mer has a bleaching effect on the 
feathers. 

I could go on-and on listing birds 
-—— flickers with their polka-dotted 
breasts, red - headed woodpeckers 
which have followed the telephone 
poles across the continent, oyster cat- 
chers and cross bills with their pecu- 
liar bills, slender rails which makes 
“thin as a rail’ understandable, and 
others with beautifully gay plumage. 


Too Many Blind and Deaf 


Talking with Mr. Lang and seeing 
his keen interest and the enjoyment 
he had from this,greater understand- 
ing and knowledge of the birds, one 
could not fail to wish that every child, 
every country child particularly, could 
be aroused to the interest to which un- 
fortunately too many are blind and 
deaf—for he explained that he looks 
for birds with his ears as well as his 
eyes. 

His work naturally made him col- 
lect: them, but that is not at all neces- 
sary in order that we may have an in- 
creased enjoyment of the bird life 
wherever we are. Schools and homes 
would do well to encourage this life- 
long interest.

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Chi@ken with Rice: A Mexican re- 
cipe.

ion Governmént, in Co-operation with the Provinces, can provide 
adequate public health and medical care service.” 


Elimination of Tooth Decay 


We draw attention to an article in 
The Woman’s Home Companion, July, 
1948, entitled, “The Simplest Health 
Program Ever Sponsored”. This pro- 
posal concerns the elimination of tooth 
decay by technicians equipped to 
swab children’s teeth periodically with 
sodium fluoride. Dr. McLaren, of the 
Department of National Health and 
Welfare, Ottawa, writing in Health 
Welfare, Vol. 4, No. 4, January 1949, 
says that this treatment ushers in “A 
New Era In Dental Health”. 


Tuberculosis 


We are alarmed at the incidence of 
T. B. both among children and adults. 
The travelling T. B. units are doing ex- 
cellent work. We need more of them, 
and the Province should be covered at 
regular intervals, in order to insure 
early detection. ; 

Bovine tuberculosis, or T. B. arising 
from bovine infection, represents a 
significant proportion of all T. B. cases. 
T. B. tested herds are relatively rare. 
This is especially true in the case of 
small farm herds. Thus,*the use of 
pasteurized milk can not be too greatly 
stressed. In addition, unpasteurized 
milk may be a spreader of undulant 
fever, septic throat, and other diseases. 
It is suspected also, that it may be the 
source of many vague ills, discomforts, 

_and under par. health conditions. 


Contagious Diseases - 

Whooping cough, according | to 
Hygeia, is actually the most serious 
of childhood disorders: to quote, 
“where it does not kill it may wake 
the drowsing tiger of T. B., be the fore- 
runner of asthma, or so injure the 
sympathetic and endocrine systems 
that a child grows up lacking in ener- 
gy”, ete. The article concludes: 
“Whooping cough is a_ preventable 
disease. Thanks to brilliant work 
done in recent years an effective vac- 
cine has ben developed that actually 
prevents this terrible disease”. The 
game thing is relatively true of scarlet 
fever and diphtheria. Thus, we feel 
that we should have an immunization 
program which assures all children im- 
munity against small pox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, and whooping cough. 


Mental Hygiene and Child Guidance 


We are strongly of the opinion that 
there is great need for mental hygiene 
and child guidance clinics for rural 
areas. The dectors and nurses who act 
as health inspectors of schools should 
have special training in psychiatry in 
order to recognize the onset of mental 
ills. It is now recognized that many 

ases of mental ill health have their 
roots in childhood maladjustments, 
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and that fears, unhappiness and anti- 
social behavior may be expressions of 
mental ill health. 

Factors in Family Well Being 

We realize that many factors con- 
tribute to the health and well being of 
a family. 

1. A healthy environment—sanitary 
and spacious with provision for relaxa- 
tion, This aspect of health, we as- 
sume, does not come within the pur- 
view of your committee, except insofar 
as health education may contribute to 
this end. 

2. Nutrition—concerns the promo- 
tion of growth and repair of waste in 
organic bodies, while hunger may be 
satisfied by ample food. Yet a “hidden 
hunger” may exist and result in grave 
malnutrition in the midst of food 
abundance. Someone has said that 
“the kitchen sink is the best fed mouth 
in America’. Definiitely there is-need 
for education with reference to food 
values. 

3. Health guidance is a large order 
and covers the field of child care and a 
study of emotional growth and devel- 
opment as a base, which broadens to 
include the family as a unit, and the 
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community as a whole.

Acreage Increase 77.8% 

Membership now numbers _ 5,935, 
stated W. T. G. Wiener, secretary- 
treasurer, in his annual report.

Some 
402,880 acres were devoted, in 1948, to 
the production of seed wheat, oats, 
barley, rye, flax, field pea, field bean, 
soybean and corn; this represented an 
increase in acreage of 77.8 per cent 
over 1947.

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World Wheat Situation

The wheat production in the contin- 
ent of Europe has been pretty well de- 
termined as the month of July ap- 
proaches. In Northern and Western 
Europe the condition of crops is excel- 
lent, but some reduction in wheat acre- 
age has occurred in the United King- 
dom and Ireland, and conditions in 
France are less favourable than they 
were a year ago. In Central Europe 
crop conditions are below a year ago 
because of below average rainfall. 
Southern European countries report 
production prospects are poorer than a 
year ago. In Eastern European coun- 
tries dry weather has hindered plant- 
ings and retarded growth, with the ex- 
ception being Hungary, where condi- 
tions are much better than a year ago. 
The condition of winter wheat and rye 
in the Soviet Union is reported to be 
good. The sowing campaign was 
nearly completed in the southern re- 
gions in mid May. 

Last year Europe produced 1,465,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat. This year’s 
crop probably will be considerably be- 
low that out-put, but will be substan- 
tially larger than the 1947 crop which 
was only 1,025,000,000. 


Expect Second Largest 


The United States wheat crop is esti- 
mated at 1,336,976,000, second largest 
in that country’s history. Adding 
thereto a carryover of 300,000,000 bush- 
els, gives total wheat supplies of 1,- 
636,000,000 bushels, largest on record. 
The United States Department of Agri- 
culture estimates that there will be 
available for export and carryover dur- 
ing the 1949-50 crop year some 950,- 


in finances, largely as a result of the 
application of an acreage assessment 
charge; it had been possible to take 
steps towards setting up a reserve 
fund, to establish a pension fund for 
employees, and to carry on a “definite 
and continued educational and public- 
ity program.” The Dominion Govern- 
ment had also increased its grant to 
the Association by a_ substantial 
amount, said Mr. Wright. 

Revision of regulations was con- 
stantly in progress, he continued, ne- 
cessitated by development of new 
crops and recommendation and adop- 
tion of changes. Incidentally, the As- 
sociation now deals with 35 kinds of 
crops and 312 varieties. The fact that 
every year about 16% of fields in- 
spected fail to qualify for certificates 
(last year the percentage was 24) 
showed the need for more careful 

lati 


Must Fit Marketing Requirements 


“Registration of crops,” said Mr. 
Wright, “is done for a very definite 
purpose and has great value, but the 
whole procedure must of necessity fit 
into normal marketing requirements. 
If it does not or cannot, then the ser- 
vice is of no value.” The president 
also referred to the work done by the 
various committees. 

Showing how climate, geography 
and soil types have influenced the de- 
velopment of the forage crop seed in- 
dustry in the Canadian North-West, C. 
Aubrey Weir, of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, gave a valuable 
talk, illustrated with charts and maps. 
The possible expansion of legume seed 
production is almost beyond computa- 
tion, he declared, estimating that there 
are 11,000,000 acres in Northern Alber- 
ta and British Columbia alone, suitable 


for legume crops alternated with. 


coarse grains. Soil conservation polic- 
ies, now being advocated from many 
quarters, would provide needed impet- 
us for continued expansion in this 
area. 

Other addresses dealt with various 
technical problems of particular inter- 
est to seed growers, including one on 
loose smuts of barley, one on diseases 
of forage crops, and one on production 
of improved varieties of forage crops.

EDMONTON STOCKYARDS, June 27. 
—A slightly stronger demand charac- 
terized this market last week, with 
normal receipts. Several lots of good 
to choice grained steers and yearlings 
sold from $20 to $21; bulk sales were 
mostly plain to medium in quality, and 
traded from $19 to $21. All grass cattle 
were discounted from $1 to $2 under 
listed grain fed quotations. Good light 
cows sold $13.50 to $14, down to $13 
for heavies, $12 to $13 for medium 
quality and $10 to $11.50 for common; 
canners and cutters $8 to $10, bulls $13 
to $17. Grade A hogs for shipment 
sold $31.50, at local plants $29.25. Very 
few sheep offered; a few good to 
choice spring lambs sold up to $26. 


CALGARY STOCKYARDS, June 28th. 
~The cattle market opened yesterday 
steady at last week’s close. Good to 
choice dry fed steers $21.to $21.50, 
down to $16 for common; good to 
choice dry fed heifers $19 to $20, down 
to $15 for common; good to choice fed 
calves $21 to $22, down to $19 for com- 
mon; good cows $14 to $14.50, canners 
and cutters $9 to $12. No hogs sold 
today; range last week $31 to $31.25.

060,000 bushels of wheat. If exports 
total 450,000,000 bushels, the carryover 
on July ist, 1950, will be about 500,- 
000,000 bushels. 

In Canada the total wheat acreage 
is 27,000,000, of which 26,000,000 acres 
are seeded in three Prairie Provinces, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
This prairie wheat crop is at a critical 
stage. Prospects appear to be best in 
Manitoba, and patchy in Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. These latter two 
Provinces have 22.8 million acres 
under wheat between them. Rainfall 
has been sporadic, mostly in storms of 
varying degrees of intensity. The lack 
of sub-soil moisture is a constant 
menace. 

In Alberta, the situation is rather 
topsy-turvey. The driest part of the 
Province is along the Calgary Edmon-- 
ton railway, usually considered a sure 
crop area. The Edmonton district in 
particular has been very dry, while the 
south and parts of eastern Alberta 
have had a fair degree of rainfall. The 
Peace River area is good. More will be 
needed during July. The general situ- 
ation is rather pessimistic.

On the matter of acquisition of new 


fixed assets, your Board this past year 


established a policy that wherever pos- 
sible and practical, such acquisitions 
will be on an extended repayment 
basis.
